The  entire  REA  ataff  paused  for  a 
minute  of  silence  one  day  early  last 
month,  paying  final  trlhute  to  the  mem- 
ory of  former  Senator  George  W,  Norris 
of  Nchraska,  "the  father  of  the  REA." 

In  a memorandum  to  the  staff,  Deputy 
Administrator  William'  J.  Nca;l  said, 

"Senator  Norris  * interest  in  the  estah- 
lichlng  of  the  Rural  Electrification 
Administration  was  typical'of  his  entire 
legislative  career  in  which  ho  pressed 
mllitantly  the' fight  to  make  secure  to 
the  people  the  fruits  of  a successful 
Democracy.  It  is  "both  our  hope  and  our  . 
conviction  that  those  instrumentalities  , 
in  which  ho  took  a leading  part  in 
creating  will  fulfill  his  'fondest  dreams, 
and  that  the  services  they  render  will 
endure  as  a monurnTnt  to  one  of  the  great- 
est men  of  our  time."

President  Roosevelt  signed  legislation 
extending  the  T^al  electrification  pro- 
gram Septoraher  22,  calling  attention  at 
ti)>  same  time  to  a further  need  of  rural 
power  facilities  in  order  to  "bring 
"modern  service"  to  "the  farm  faiiillios 
in  the  "back  country",  after  the  war. 

Speaking  :of  the  postwar  program,  the 
President  said, 

"It  is  desirable  not  only  from  the 
standpoint  of  Improving  rural  living 
standards,  but  also  of  providing  a great 
amount  of  industrial  employment  after 
the  war.  Such  a program  involves  new 
standards  of  living  and  therefore  will 
do  much  to  promote  the  economic  health 
and  strength  of  the  , country  "
